SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled Stroke 08, also known as 
Photos\Hoskioki\Stroke\Stroke 08, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual 
purposes by explicitly depicting children engaging in sexual activity with each other 
and with an adult in a manner designed to titillate the viewer. The publication is 
therefore deemed objectionable. 

The publication is a computer image file made up of a composite of seven black and 
white photographs. The image is accessed from a Jaz disk formatted for an AppleMac 
computer. The title is typed across the top of the screen. 

The largest photograph depicts a naked boy masturbating a naked girl who is in turn 
masturbating a man. Both children are pre-pubescent and are wearing sunglasses. 
Six smaller photographs appear towards the right of the image. The resolution of 
these photographs is poor, making the detail difficult to determine. One photograph 
presents a person standing astride a second person. A third person is reaching in 
towards the genitals of the person on the ground. The remaining images are close- 
ups. The close-ups present a girl’s vagina being digitally penetrated, a child 
masturbating a man, vaginal intercourse with a girl (this is presented in two 
photographs), and the head of a penis. The text “Babysitting Games #2” appears 
towards the bottom right of the image. 
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The publication has been found to promote and support an activity listed in s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. This provision overrides si4 
of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) because it is a deeming 
provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and 
freedoms set out in that section of the NZBR Act.
